was cast by Republican Sen.

The v ote was 32-1. 
Powell said he objected prim­ 
arily to a $35 million alloca­ 
tion for parochial an d priv ate 
schools. 
The bill n ow g oes back to the 


Hou se for its con cu rren ce on 85 
Sen ate amen dmen ts. The pro­ 
cess is ex pected to take a week. 
The bill, the larg est edu ca­ 
tion al packag e in Ohio history , 
calls for tax in creases in fou r 
areas in clu din g cig arettes an d 
liqu or. 
Sen . Min ority Leader Charley

na or as in any way an affront 
to Ru ssia. 
This d oes not ru le ou t the in­ 
terpretation of it as an affront 
in some Commu nist circles.

Nix on’s plans. This may ex plain 
the consistently cau tiou s way in 
which the Sov iet press has ap­ 
proached the su bject of the Ro­ 
manian v isit. 
It is thu s possible that the 
presid ential d iplomacy in the 
Sov iet backy ard cou ld be a prel­ 
u d e to other steps lead ing to­ 
ward a su mmit. The Ru ssians 
seem to want one, bu t they also 
hav e appeared to hav e cond i­ 
tions, among them some clear 
ind ication of American inten­

Romania is a member, al­ 
thou gh not alway s in the best of 
stand ing, of the Warsaw mili­ 
tary pact d ominated by the Ru s.

And, a legislature which v o t­ 
ed two y ears ago to Increase 
members’ salaries fro m $8,000 
to $12,750 a y ear passed a bud­ 
get that, o n a percentage basis, 
decreases, rather than increas­ 
es, the amo unt families o n Aid 
to Dependent Children (ADC) 
hav e to liv e o n. 
Befo re the budget passed, 
ADC families receiv ed 83.5 per 
cent o f the amo unt declared 
necessary to maintain a decent 
liv ing. After J uly 1, because o f 
increases in the co st o f liv ing 
Index , ADC families receiv e 
76.6 per cent o f the y ardstick. 


TO J UDGE the legislativ e 
pro cess o n this o ne sev en-mo nth 
sessio n is, o f co urse, no t fair, 
and I’m no t attempting to pass 
judgment. Histo ry has a way o f 
catching up with us all and de­ 
manding so me answers. 
Again, many thanks fo r pick­ 
ing up the bill fo r my legisla­ 
tiv e educatio n.

Ou r ex ploration of space and 
ou r su ccess in trav eling to the 
moon again points to ou r de­ 
pendence on the animal king­ 
dom of earth. The 8-day orbit of 
the Macaca nemestrina mon­ 
key , Bonny , was essential to the 
fu tu re trav els of man. 
A representativ e of the space 
program said that “ Bonny did 
not die in v ain.” Other officials 
v oiced their appreciation for the 
performance of the monkey and 
looked ahead to man's nex t ad­ 
v entu re-landing on the moon. 
Bu t I was especially glad that 
James Wechsler wrote, a col­ 
u mn in the New York Post, cu t­ 
ting away the scientific ov erlay 
and ex pressing compassion for 
these innocent creatu res 
that 
mu st do what we command — 
often to the point of death. 
I am not argu ing the issu e of 
u sing animals 
in 
a 
hu mane 
manner for the adv ancement 
and well-being of 
the 
hu man 
race; what I do challenge is the 
laboratory lingo that so care­ 
lessly and arrogantly dismiss­ 
es these v ictims as ju st so mu ch 
trash, ready for disposal. 


AS THE MONKEY 
orbited 
arou nd the earth, a breakdown 
began: 
“ Bonny 's performance on as­ 
signed tasks declined rapidly 
du ring the first week in orbit 
and his metabolic state — con­ 
v ersion of food into energy — 
dropped to a lower lev el.” 
In 
ev ery day 
langu age, 
the 
monkey was dy ing! And me sad 
tru th is that when a space cen­ 
ter or a laboratory or medical 
team is dealing with an anin al, 
greater risks and longer chanc­ 
es are pu shed. 
“ His lack of response was in­ 
terpreted to indicate a slu ggish­ 
ness which, if allowed to con­ 
tinu e. cou ld hav e led to seriou s 
deterioration.” 
This may su rprise y ou , bu t 
my gu ess is that the people are 
still opening the angry mail at 
the Hou ston Space Center. A 
v ast nu mber of people in this 
cou ntry are concerned abou t 
man's treatment of all animal 
life. Some people on the fringe 
can get pretty wild bu t respon­ 
sible. ex citing grou ps are offer­ 
ing 
creativ e 
programs 
that 
ou ght to be heard. They arc not 
antiorbit or antimoon. They are 
simply for hu mane treatment of 
animals and their ranks are 
growing. 


UNFORTUNATELY, 
MANY 
of these organizations hav e not 
had mu ch su pport 
from 
the 
chu rch. It may be that they 
hav e been 
too 
competitiv e, 
needing money and manpower 
— ju st like the chu rch. 
And 
some of their philosophy or the­ 


ology , like animal afteniie, has 
been pu t down by the official 
monitors of doctrine. 
Yet if ou r friends in the re­ 
ligiou s commu nity wou ld read 
again some v erses from Gene­ 
sis they wou ld discov er the spe 
cial responsibility that God has 
giv en man. The animal kingdom 
is a particu lar, sacred steward 
ship and if there is going to be 
an accou nting on this one, the 
ju dgment is frightening! 
One of the happy signals in the 
whole area of creation is the 
qu iet thou ghtfu l work being done 
by the Kindness Clu b. This is 
an international mov ement 
of 
children who lov e animals. It 
was fou nded 10 y ears ago by 
Aida Fleming, wife of a mem­ 
ber of the Canadian 
Parlia­ 
ment, Hu gh John Flemming. 
The pu rpose is s i m pl e 
and 
sou nd—to encou rage children to 
learn respect for all liv ing crea­ 
tu res. Local branches aoonnd 
arou nd the globe and the re­ 
sponse of y ou ngsters has been 
terrific. 


THE LATEST OFFERING of 
the clu b is a good one. a book 
entitled, “ If You Hav e A Du ck.” 
Written by Jean McClu re Kel­ 
ly , it impresses the reader with 
man s responsibility toward all 
forms of life and a special 
awareness of animals. 
Children who join the Kind­ 
ness Clu b receiv e a kit. lesson 
and project manu als as well as 
membership cards and 
pins. 
Additional information may be 
secu red for y ou ngsters or ad­ 
u lts by writing to Kindness, 27 
East 39 St., New York, N. Y. 
10016. Perhaps this can be im­ 
portant in thou sands of liv es as 
we realize that both animal and

Deposits kn own as carbon aceou s ores are 
fou n d in a Y)-mile-wide “belt of gold” which ex ­ 
ten ds for 200 miles throu gh Nev ada These ores 
hav e been more or less worthless in the past be­ 
cau se n o practical way had been dev eloped to 
ex tract the gold con ten t. 
The cu rren t operation s in Nev ada mu s look 
somethin g like the strip-min in g operation s in 
sou theastern Ohio, in that hu ge power shov e s 
an d tru cks are u sed in tearin g the gold-bearin g 
ore from large open pits. 
The magn itu de of the n ew operation s an d 
their poten tial can be su rmised from the fact 
that on e compan y has in v ested $10 million to 
process an ore that con tain s on ly 
a third of a n 
ou n ce of gold in ev ery ton of ore. 
The firm processes 2,200 ton s of the ore ev ery 
day , collectin g a y ield of 250.000 ou n ces of gold 
a y ear with a v alu e u p to $9 million . 


The deman d for gold is risin g throu ghou t the 
world. Perhaps American kn ow-how can come 
u p with an in creased su pply of the preciou * 
mecal to help su pply that deman d. 
If so, it will be an other achiev emen t for ou r 
techn ology . 


Why Not Salvadoras? 


The totally tragic situ ation in Cen tral Ameri­ 
ca, which has Salv adoran s killin g their n eigh­ 
bor Hon du ran ? an d v ice v ersa, presen ts the Or­ 
gan ization of American States (OAS) with the 
worst crisis it has faced in its 21-y ear history . 
In a way , the prestige of the OAS is on the 
lin e in that if it fails to solv e the Hon du ran -Sal- 
v adoran dispu te, or at least work ou t a tempo­ 
rary solu tion , it can reason ably ex pect larger 
disagreemen ts an d wars between its other 
member n ation s. 
For n early all of the cou n tries in that region 
are pron e to hav e border dispu tes. 


THERE IS NO SINGLE CAUSE for the cu r­ 
ren t war in Cen tral America. Bu t certain ly on e 
of the most con tribu tory con dition s is the ex ­ 
cess of popu lation an d dearth of lan d in El Sal­ 
v ador. cou pled with ju st the rev erse situ ation in 
Hon du ras. 
For the lon g ran ge, sev eral possible cou rses 
of action merit stu dy . Birth con trol, if strictly 
regu lated, cou ld elimin ate the “ex cess” popu la­ 
tion of El Salv ador which has been spillin g ov er 
in to Hon du ras by the hu n dreds of thou san ds. 
With its popu lation u n der con trol, in du strial­ 
ized El Salv ador theoretically cou ld become a 
stable, prosperou s little n aiion capable of pr> 
v idin g for all its people, raisin g their stan dard 
of liv in g an d cau sin g its n eighbors n o con cern . 
Or it might make some sort of an arran ge­ 


men t with the adjoin in g cou n tries of Hon du ras 
an d Gu atemala, both mu ch larger in territory , 
wherein Salv adoran s cou ld emigrate 
to the two 
n ation s u n der prov ision s specified by an d ac­ 
ceptable to the host cou n tries. 
A third altern ativ e, which seems u n likely of 
realization in a world cau ght u p in n eo-n ation al­ 
ism where n atioas are fragmen tin g in to man y 
n ew n ation s as in Africa, is for the two dispu t­ 
in g powers to u n ite in to a sin gle n ation . 
If n ation alistic pride cou ld be su bordin ated, 
each of the n ation s is capable of brin gin g in to 
su ch a partn ership qu alities or assets which 
cou ld ben efit them both. 
After the birth pain s, an ex cellen t fu tu re 
cou ld await the n ew cou n try , particu larly 
if 
birth con trol measu res were begu n to prev en t 
an other ex cess of popu lation at some later date. 


THE CONCEPT OF a join t state may seem 
drastic at the presen t bu t it does offer the pos­ 
sibility of a real solu tion , prov idin g emotion * 
can be brou ght u n der con trol. 
Most other proposed solu tion s seem ev en 
more difficu lt of obtain men t an d cou ld lead 
to 
the recu rren ce, at irregu lar in terv als, of the 
same bloody fightin g that has been goin g on 
this past mcn th. 
Un ion might seem drastic to those emotion al­ 
ly in v olv ed. Bu t from the ou tside lookin g in , it 
wou ld seem to hav e con siderable merit.

Mr. Ken n edy shou ld hav e made a fu ll state­ 
men t at the time of his origin al report. We real­ 
ize that some in formation that might hav e been 
giv en cou ld hav e adv ersely affected his bu ddin g 
n ation al career, bu t certain ly to n o greater ex ­ 
ten t that the su spicion -raisin g silen ce. 
As we see it, n either Mr. Ken n edy ’s political 
promin en ce n or the fact he represen ts a family 
that has ex perien ced more than its share of 
tragedy shou ld hav e an y bearin g on the legal 
aspects of the case. 
By the same token , Mr. Ken n edy shou ld n ot 
be su bjected to u n du e prosecu tion becau se of 
his position . 
The case shou ld be in v estigated fu lly an d ap­ 
propriate action taken by au thorities—where 
warran ted—in the same man n er that wou ld ap­ 
ply to an y other American citizen . 
The seriou sn ess of the matter on the political 
aspiration s of Mr. Ken n edy is simply somethin g 
the sen ator will hav e to shou lder.

Exclusionist' Conservation 


By RAYMOND MOLEY 
Two mon ths ago in a piece u n der this by lin e 
titled “Lan d Poor America,” I called atten tion 
to the v ery con siderable cost to tax pay ers of 
the v ast holdin gs of lan d an d min eral rights 
locked u p by the federal gov ern men t in the 
n ame of con serv ation . 
There is a fu rther aspect to ou r “ex clu sion ­ 
ist” con serv ction policy which deserv es atten ­ 
tion n ow that In terior Secretary Walter Hlckel 
an d Con gress are con siderin g a rev ision of ou t­ 
dated regu lation s. 
While the rev en u es we get from this v ast 
wealth are in su fficien t to meet the ou tgo, there 
is also the fact that the states in which this 
property is located also face a fiscal crisis. 'Hie 
ev iden ce warran ts the con clu sion that those 
states are bein g grossly shortchan ged ih what 
they get from these properties. 


SOME TIME AGO, THERE WAS created the 
Pu blic Lan d Law Rev iew Commission with 
Rep. Way n e Aspin all, D-Colo., as chairman . It* 
job is to stu dy the greatly con fu sed statu tes 
gov ern in g federally own ed lan d an d resou rces 
an d to report its fin din gs an d recommen dation s 
to Con gress by Ju n e 30, 197 0. 
These stu dies hav e been assign ed to v ariou s 
agen cies, pu blic an d priv ate, some of which 
hav e alreadv completed their reports. 
On e of them, by the EBS Con su ltan ts of 
Washin gton , deals with “Rev en u e Sharin g an d 
Pay men ts in Lieu of Tax es.” 
Each state has some federal acreage In 
amou n ts ran gin g from 7 ,551 in Rhode Islan d to 
358,049,17 0 acres in Alaska. Most statu tes ad­ 
mittin g n ew states hav e prov ided that 5 per 
cen t of the in come to the federal gov ern men t 
from the sale of lan ds shou ld go to the state 
con cern ed. 
The states also hav e profited from the tax es 
lev ied u pon property which passes in to priv ate 
o wnership. Secial arran gemen ts in lieu of tax ­ 
es a re made when the federal gov ern men t 
a c­ 
quires lan d from the states, as in the case of 
the TV A. 
Bu t n either rev en u e sharin g n or pay men ts in 
lieu of tax es applies to the Defen se Depart­ 
men t, to most n ation al parks, to lan ds acqu ired 
by the Bu reau of Rec’amation or the lan ds on 
the ou ter con tin en tal shelf. Actu ally on ly half of 
the holdin gs of the federal lan ds gen erate rev e­ 
n u es for sharin g with the states. 
In 12 states where the federal gov ern men t 
o wns 6 3 per cen t of the lan d area, the rev en u e 
sharin g an d pay men ts in lieu of tax es y ielded 
o nly abou t 12 cen ts an acre as compared with 


priv ate property tax y ields of $18.19 an acre. 
Becau se tax es on priv ate property hav e risen 
*o rapidly between 1957 an d 1966, the great dis- 
arity between retu rn s from federal an d pri­ 
v ately own ed lan d has risen a great deal. 
An other aspect of this su bject was rev ealed 
in the EBS Con su ltan ts stu dy . Case stu dies 
were made in fiv e states an d in 50 cou n ties 
scattered ov er the cou n try . This in dicated the 
ben efit* as well as the costs to local an d state 
gov ern m en t of certain federal ex pen ditu res 
balan ced again st what these federal properties 
y ield in addition to state an d local rev en u es. 
Su ch ben efits were the mon ies brou ght in to 
the local or state treasu ries becau se of the 
presen ce of these federal properties an d activ i­ 
ties, su ch as ex pen ditu res by v isitors to place* 
of scen ic beau ty an d of opportu n ity for recrea­ 
tion ; ex pen ditu res in con n ection with con stru c­ 
tion operation s, su ch as highway s an d dams, 
an d by employ es of the gov ern men t occu pied on 
these properties. 
Again st this are certain costs, su ch as high­ 
way main ten an ce, policin g an d so on . The con ­ 
clu sion was that the costs ex ceeded the ben e­ 
fits by a con siderable margin . 
Also con sidered was what these states an d 
cou n ties wou ld hav e n etted If the pay men ts :n 
lieu of tax es were based u pon whaf the same 
property whou ld hav e y ielded If the same prop­ 
erties were priv ately own ed. Here, of cou rse, 
the cost to the federal gov ern men t wou ld be 
en ormou sly high an d u n fair to tax pay ers gen er­ 
ally . 


BUT AS A GENERAL CONCLUSION, the 
EBS stu dy said that the whole mass of federal 
statu tes gov ern in g these federal properties was 
con fu sed an d ou tdated, an d in man y cases ac­ 
tu al admin istration was n ot con du cted in lin e 
with the in ten t of Con gress. 
It was bey on d these stu dies to deal with the 
problem of disposin g some of these properties 
to priv ate own ership. Bu t becau se of the fiscal 
pin ch, in which all gov ern men ts fin d them­ 
selv es, a carefu lly selectiv e policy of sellin g 
gome of these lan ds might be possible withou t 
v iolatin g an y of the strictu res of sou n d an d rea­ 
son able con serv ation . 
Bu t when this su bject is su ggested the reac­ 
tion is n eitn er sou n d n or reason able. It is an 
emotion al ex plosion abou t “ sellin g ou r heri­ 
tage” or “robbin g fu tu re gen eration s.” Bu t ou r 
n ation al fiscal policy of con stan tly in creasin g 
the debt of the Un ited States is itself a method 
of lev y in g <t heav y bu rden u pon all fu tu re gen ­ 
eration s. 
Farm Output Records 


By DON OAKLEY 
*n » e North American farm er’s efficien cy is a 
marv el of the world, an d it keeps on gettin g 
more marv elou s. It isn ’t n ecessary to go back 
50 y ear* to fin d proof of this. 
A* recen tly as 1959, on e American farmer 
produ ced en ou gh food an d fiber to su pport 
25 person s. In 1968, the ratio had in creased 
to on e fan n er for 48 person s. 
Bu t how mu ch can on e man produ ce? Is there 
an absolu te limit? 
To fin d ou t, editors of “The Fu rrow”, pu b­ 
lished by John Deere, talked to farm-man age- 
men t ex perts, produ ction econ omists an d high- 
ou tpu t farmers themselv es. 
In the category of on e-man operation s, they 
fou n d a farmer n ear Decatu r, 111., who row- 
cropped 7 20 acres of lan d last y ear. With big 
machin es an d some partime help, he believ es 
be cou ld han dle 1,000 acres of grou n d. 
Top ou tpu t per worker in big, mu ltiple-man 
operation s is in the wheatlan ds. On on e 14.000 
acre qx pan se in Alberta, each worker han dles 
a little ov er 2,000 acres. 
In liv estock, ex perts say top produ cers can 
han dle abou t 200 two-litter sows per man , pro­ 
du cin g abou t 3,000 hogs. Dairy u n its can han dl« 
abou t 80 cows per man , an d corn belt cattle 
operation s ov er 1,000 cattle per man . 
Total in v estmen t for su ch n o-holds-barred 
operation s can ran ge as high as $250,000 t 
worker, howev er. Few farmers hav e that kin d 
of mon ey — bu t they don ’t n eed it. 
The 1964 agricu ltu ral cen su s fou n d that 42 
per cen t of all U.S. farmers ren ted all or part 
of the lan d ki their farms. Nearly two-fiftha 
of America’s farm real estate assets are own ­ 
ed by people who are in profession s other than 
fan n in g. 
Besides lan d, today ’s farmer can also ren t 
machin ery , 
equ ipmen t 
an d 
ev en 
liv estock. 
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Man y wheat growers hav e n ev er own ed a com­ 
bin e for harv estin g; they hire this serv ice 
from men who specialize in it. In parts of the 
west, ren tal of beef cows for breedin g has de­ 
v eloped in to an importan t in du stry . 
In some cases, farmers may produ ce goods 
for a con tractor for a specified price or for 
an agreed-u pon share of the retu rn s. The con ­ 
tractor prov ides the n ecessary “in pu ts” — 
equ ipmen t, capital, etc. 
Recen t estimates in dicate that abou t 95 per 
een t of U.S. broiler ou tpu t is produ ced u n der 
con tract; 85 per cen t of the tu rkey s; 30 per 
cen t of the beef cattle; n early all citru s fru its 
an d 90 per cen t of the v egetables for can n in g 
an d freezin g. 
On bo th large an d small farms, farmin g has 
beco me big bu sin ess an d farmers hav e be­ 
come efficien cy ex perts par ex cellen ce. As 
machin ery , seeds, fertilizers, methods an d in ­ 
v estmen t practices con tin u e 
to improv e, an y 
“absolu te limits” placed on their produ ctiv ity 
today are likely to be broken tomorrow — if 
no t this aftern oon .

Enthusiasm 
A Surprise 


’ WASHINGTON — The tremen dou s en thu si­ 
asm which the American people an d other n a­ 
tion s hav e display ed abou t the su ccessfu l jou r­ 
n ey of Apollo 11 to the moon has come as a bit 
of a su rprise to the politician s here. Man y of 
them had thou ght that spen din g the mon ey for 
su ch a project was a waste an d an u n popu lar 
thin g to do. 
Now. from the Presiden t on down , the tren d 
of commen t in dicates a belief that space ex plo­ 
ration shou ld con tin u e u n til man sets foot 
on 
Mars or some other plan et of ou r solar sy stem. 
At the White Hou s* on Tu esday , Mr. Niy on told 
■ grou p of stu den ts from 60 cou n tries he be­ 
liev es that “in the y ear 2000 we will, on this 
•arth, hav s v isited n ew worlds where there will 
be a form ot life.” 


AS FOR THE FUNDS n eeded for space ex ­ 
ploration , the av erage ex pen ditu re per y ear 
du rin g the last decade was abou t $5 billion . Rel­ 
ativ ely speakin g, American s du rin g the same 
period spen t on the av erage more than $12 bil­ 
lion a y ear for alcoholic bev erages an d n early 
$8 billion an n u ally for tobacco. 
Basically , of cou rse, there is a desire on the 
part of scien tists to fin d ou t more abou t the pla­ 
n etary bodies of ou ter space. Un til recen t 
y ears, an y su ggestion s that a trip be plan n ed 
for astron au ts to go to Mars wou ld hav e been 
bru shed aside as impossible projects. Su ch 
ideas were con sidered to be in the realm of 
“ scien ce fiction .” 
Nothin g, howev er, seems impossible for the 
fu tu re sin ce two American s hav e walked on the 
su rface of the moon . People hav e alway s won ­ 
dered whether there is life on other plan ets an d 
specu lated on whether su ch life is as good as if 
n ot better than ou rs. The theory that life does 
ex ist elsewhere has been adv an ced from fime 
to time by man y scien tists who hav e in sisted 
that there is n o logical reason why the earth 
alon e shou ld su pport life In an y form. 
The effect of the su ccessfu l v en tu re to the 
moon has been somewhat su rprisin g in the 
depth of in terest shown all ov er the world. Cer­ 
tain ly if scien tists come forward with some def­ 
in ite reason s why ben efits will be deriv ed from 
a greater kn owledge of ou ter space an d ev en 
from trips to other plan ets, Con gress will be 
in clin ed to take a chan ce, ju st as it did with the 
moon program. 
Con dition s of grav ity an d atmosphere may 
v ary to su ch an ex ten t that hu man bein gs rou ld 
n ot liv e on an y other place ex cept the earth. 
Bu t a whole n ew attitu de toward fu rther ex plo­ 
ration is bou n d to dev elop, an d there will be n o 
en d to con jectu re as to what fu tu re trips may 
produ ce. 
Mean while, the triu mph of the moon project 
in all its phases may n ot y et be widely appre­ 
ciated here in America. For the amou n t of 
work that had to be don e in preparation for the 
v oy age to the moon is in describable. The preci­ 
sion of the flight was fan tastic. Yet, with all the 
scien tific in stru men tation an d compu terization , 
there came a time when the astron au ts had to 
u se their own skill to steer their craft so that it 
wou ld lan d at a safer spot on the moon than the 
on e to which au tomatic dev ices were takin g it. 


PRESIDENT NIXON, of cou rse, was fu lly 
aware n ot on ly of the n atu re of the ex ploration 
bu t of the likelihood that the mission wou ld be 
so u n iv ersally applau ded that it wou ld be desir­ 
able for him to atten d the “splashdown ” In the 
Pacific. He did n ot go westward, howev er, for 
that pu rpose alon e, bu t as the start of a trip 
arou n d the world to talk peace. Certain ly his 
jou rn ey will hav e far greater sign ifican ce, an d 
his words will get more n otice in all tfle cou n ­ 
tries he v isits than wou ld hav e been the case if 
the Un ited States had n ot dev eloped an d su c­ 
cessfu lly carried ou t its moon program. 
Amercian s n atu rally are prou d of their cou n ­ 
try ’s achiev emen t, an d the state departmen t is 
gettin g word from almost ev ery lan d that the 
Un ited States won a u n iqu e position of esteem 
amon g the ether peoples of the world when two 
American s set foot on the moon . Bu t, with all 
the ex citemen t — as Rep. L. Men del Riv ers, 
chairman of the Hou se Armed Serv ices Com­ 
mittee, su ggested the other day — in the con ­ 
v ersation between the Presiden t an d the two as­ 
tron au ts, they forgot to take a momen t to than k 
God that, with his help, we were permitted to 
elplore an other on e of his great creation s—-the 
moon . Bu t the American people dou btless will 
do so in the chu rch serv ices n ex t weeken d 
throu ghou t the cou n try .

This allo ws 
the mo isture to ev apo rate. I 
nev er put the lid back o n mine 
witho ut stuffing so me newspa­ 
p er o r paper to wels in them. 
Ju st in case there Is a teensy 
eensy bit of moistu re left, the 
p ap er will absorb It. 
While the p ot is still warm, 
y ou can tear off a p iece of wax 
p ap er and ru b arou nd the in­ 
sid e of the p ot. This will also 
p rev ent ru st. When I d on’t go to 
that trou ble, I take a p ap er 
nap kin and grease it with some 
grease and wip e it good . This 
nev er allows for ru st! 
For those of y ou who hav e a 
cast iron top , nev er p u t the lid
